GERMAN INTERtSTS. 


Tbf y \\ 111 Xot Support Enelxnd In East. 


. rltn. Nov. 2.— The Dcuts<-h Xordl«che 


afycrts that It has learned from a «ource 
of un.loutited authority that, coritrnrj' to 
the statements which have been publish 
cd In Knfilanii recently. Germany hut 
maintained the same attitude throughout 
the negotiations with the I'ortc relative 
to the status of rtie Christians In Anuelna 
and other parts of the East of Turkey. 
From the first moment that the Armen- 
ian situation assumed a critical charac 
ter. the paper asserts. Germany has con- 
tinued to admonish the Porto with 'n.11 
possible emphasis that peace and order 
should not be disturbed In business dls- 
irtcts. 
This Is oubltcly accepted as an offlcla 


announcement, which It really Is. and 
as an official communication «ompletel> 
disposes of the attempts 
of Englam 


through her ambassadors, ministers ant 
other representatives abroad to make I 
apper that G»mjany has been playing 
a double £ une In tho Interference of the 
powers with Turkish mini ulc In Auiienia 
The almost -unanimous opinion here that 
any success which England may achieve 
In the ArmenUn dlfflcuUy will not extend 
beyond forcing the Sultan to Issue the 
d«rtc which he hns Just promulgated re- 
carding the future administration of af- 
fairs In Auiienia. and providing that cer- 
tain refouro shall go Into operation In Ar- 
menia under the supervision of foreign 
'•prefcntatlvcs. The attacks which have 
been made upon England In the Inspired 
press of St. Petersburg (are cordially 
echoed here. 
i-ne notion Is not seriously current 


here that the slm of England Is to par- 
alyze the policy of "Russia In Eastern 
A«!a by re-openlns the Turkish question. 
The Qciiuan government does not doubi 
for a moment that Russia has obtained 
extensive concessions In the Chinese ter- 
ritory of Manchuria, but like all Central 
European powers. Romany not only does 
not re,,iet but Is really pleased that Rus 
sla has found a Held for the exploitation 
of her military powers outside cf Europe 
The more extreme of the Ge'/.ian news- 
papers, commenting upon the situation.

HOLMES IS GUILTY. 


A Verdict Reached by tlie Jury on the 


First Billot. 


Philadelphia. Nov. 2.—Herman W. Mud- 


gett, or as he Is bett«-r known. 11. H. 
Holmes, was to-night con\!cted of mur- 
<i<er In the flm degree for killing Benja- 
min, F. Pletiel In this city on Sept. 2,1KU 
The Jury needed but one ballot to reach 
this d«e.lf'.on. 
•me Jury rellred nt'S:C at the conclu- 


sion of Judge Arnold's charge. After the 
retirement of the Jury from the court- 
room, the spectators streamed out Into 
the corrfdo* and eagerly discussed 'what 
the verdict would probably be. 
There 


was considerable difference of opinion. i»a 
many believed the commonwealth ha<] 
not ' thoroughly 
established 
Its c»«e 


abdlnst Holmes, hut the majority were 
Inclined to btllevc that the Jury would 
convict him. At S:45 word was sent to 
Jnd>.e Ainold that the Jury wa» ready to 
return tho verdict. When Judge Arnold 
entered the room there were not nearly 
as many people present as had attended 
the day session. The prisoner was Im- 
mediately -brout,tit In and placed In the 
oock. He wn« as tmpassUe as ever as 
be took his seat. The Jury came In and 
took their places ind U needed but little 
skill as a mind-reader to know what the 
word woulet be that the foreman would 
pronounce. The court ordered Holmes to 
arise and then In reply to the question of 
the court, the foreman of the Jury pro- 
nounced th« fatal words: "Guilty of mur- 
der In the- first degree." 


The verdict was kreeted with absolute 


silence. Ihe charge of the Judge musl 
fiave overshadowed what his fate would 
n«, but 
the word "guilty" 
fell upot 


Holmes with stuhnlng force. Ho made 
no outcry or exhibition of emotion of any 
kind the blow was too stunning for 
noisy outbreaks. He s.it down nnd while 
the Jury waft polled, each man answered 
to bis name and as each pronounced, his 
sentence. Holmes stared vacantly before 
mm. His face was that of a corpse. It 
was as ab«oldtely expressionless as a 
mo/k. Only a nervous twitching of the 
e>ctfds and the contraction and dilation 
of the eyes showed that there was a liv- 
ing, breathing man that sat In the dock. 
As the effect of the shocks began to die 
away. Holmes began to recover himself. 
He. renliied his attorney was making ». 
motion for a new trial. His u.nder lip 
fell ano? he ran his tonguo across it 
moistening and clan>lng his hands to- 
gether he leaned foiv%ard to hear what 
the judge had- to say. 


The Judge raid he would hear the mo- 


tion for a new trial on Monday. Nov. 18. 
and nn expression something like hope 
broke across Holmes'* dull face. Turn 
!ng to the court officials he e-iid In an 
eager whisper: "Monda>. Nov. 18?" These 
were the only words he uttered. 


JuuVe Arnold thtn expressed to Mr. 


Rotan and Mr. Shoemaker his apprecia- 
tion of how difficult their task haa been. 
He complimented them that they had 
ben able to make, as good a chow for tho 
defense as they did. He Intimated that 
their withdrawal from the case was a 
device of the prisoner. 
In. a mar.'.y, honest way. Mr. Rotan 


nave tho court to understand, that their 
withdrawal was no device of theirs, hut 
was done from a sincere conviction be- 
cause they believed they had not been 
given time to prepare their cacc. 


Judgv Ainold then ordered the prisoner 


removed. By this time Holmes had re 
covered mucb of his composure and he 
walked1 from thd room with the -quick 
springy step that Ii, nntJral to him. Thr 
Judge thanked thn Jury, for their atton 
'.ion and discharged them, and so endei! 
the trial of the most notorious and In 
famous murderer that has e\er beer 
convicted In the courts of Philadelphia 
and probably In the United States.

What solid ground have- wo foi 
Ing that, given iiolltlcal r«ip 
our women would bear thuiu morn con- 
sclcntlously thnu men? . A vorylnrgo iiro- 
portion of our political questions toUny 
aro financial or economic questions. Is It 
prohnblo tlmt women would bo moro gen- 
erally stirred than men to think scrJoiiily 
»nd vigorously about these? Did my friend 
Kyilly show cnusu why tho suffragu should 
bo given to women when ulio said that 
only direct personal political activity could 
awaken their real Interest in political 
things? Do good women thus disufeochtlu 
themselves from tho duties and responsi- 
bilities of their husbands and toiw in oth- 
er dlroptlonsf Do they not feel a personal 
.oonrnrn In tho progress of their sons' col- 
lego education, even though they mny 
have, had none thcruschc-sf 
Or in their 


nthlotio oducntlon? Or in tho professional 
success, tho business rectitude aud dill- 
gonco of tholr husbands? Or In tbo coun- 
cil* and affairs of their churches? Is it 
true that wo feel wo cannot tako an active 
Jutcrcst In public affairs unless wo take 
*n active personal part In them? AndVif 
MO, Is thiH-lmlced u proof that wo ore well 
fitted to scrxu the public good? Or Is it a 
proof that wo aro vain and proud and 
•elfish that wo mast audibly "havo our 
t-iy" in tho same m.innor as rpeii, or else 
will sulk In our comers nnd declare that 
•wo wash our hands of tho nation's inter- 
acts, of our mcu'8 Interests, of our own In- 
forests?

How was It with tho women of 
Ifauico in tho days of tho great revolu- 
tion? And do recent instances differ from 
thoso of c-irllcr date? Wits not the tcrri-" 
bio Franco-German war of 1870 called by 
tJ>« French empress "my war?" Was It 
not recognized as such by thp French peo- 
ple? Do not tbo investigations of'hlsto- 
rinnsMid memoir writers show'lt to lia>u 
been such? And which wcro recognized 
as tho most, hltior opponents of tho Union 
in our southern states during ilio war of 
tbo rebellion nnd long after Its close the 
women or tho men? 


But tho wor»t of nil tho fallacies now 


being usixl ns pf>n>".iMvo arguments ia tho 
declaration that if Arncrlmn working 
women could vote tbc.lr wages would ba 
equalized with men's. Thoso who prom- 
ise this do not give their reasons, and they 
«onld uot base them upon past facts with 
rcgurd to rises in tho value of men's labor. 
Even todny women nro paid much moro 
nn*rly the Ramo ns men fur really eqiicl 
vxtrt: Uian tbo makers of this promise 
would havo us bcllevo. But often what 
ia i-Alled cq«-il work shows onme inoqiinll- 
ty. If not in the perfection of Its perform- 
ance, then In tho prolablllty that tho 
worker will continue pcrnuuicntly at her 
task. Although certain agitators hovo 
declared that tho "law of supply and do- 
ri.nnd" Is a foolish fetich, it nevertheless 
"ffccta thopayof ovci» laboring Individual 
in tbo-worhl.—Ami'' ^oclnl _and coramcr- 
«lAl conditions Ilkoour*. the slightest In- 
oqnallty in working power, tbo slightest 
difference in the relations of a supply to a 
demand, tell in financial results; <vpd no 
Jaws can po«ibly obviate this fact. Not 
legislation, but organization, has raised 
ttio wages of men during tho past two 
ifcDcroiions. Ar.d the moit successful ro- 
salt of lalior organization tho famous 
strike of tbo dock laborers In London a 
fcw^i-arsapo wns'ai'compl^hcd hymen. 
a very small prcfwtson of whom liad 
votcL* Thus Ihero aro many things to 
think about, ninny serious questions to 
decide, before wo ca:i conscientiously say 
that wo bc:ie\o woman suffrage should bo 
v-HabUihcd. And. IM It notod, tho burden 
of proof lies with tlio.o who advocate the 
innovation. Wo aro not obliged to prove 
that woman suffrage Is uu desirable. They
